TAE TYPHOON IN THE NORTH. | 

We (W.-C. Daily"News) have to thank 
Captain de Horne of the P.& 0,-2.8; 
Rohilla for the folluwing interesting acount | 
of the weather ‘expericneed during his 
vuyaya from Hongkong, whence he arrival 
at Stonghai on. Saturday morning (24th 
inst.) :— : ae 

When we left Hong*ong on the 20th 
August 165 p.m. the drum waa haieted.in- 
dicating a typhuon in the, China Sea, eest 
‘of Hongkong, and tho buromotor had fallen 
from 29.916 at.noon on the 19:h to 20,832 
‘at noon on 20th, and at 6 p.m. on the 20th, 
off Tamtoo, it was 29,744, bnt it seemed .to 
tise after thut, frow: which wo concluded 
that the typhoon waa keaping to the south- 
ward. At8 a.m. on the 2Ist the barome- 
ter gtood at 20.790, aud did nat vary-much 
till ‘after midnight, when it stood, at 29,760, 
From midnight, when off the Doga, there 
wns a decidedly dowoward change, and at 
ai, the .wind began te freshen, (force, 
4) from N.E. by N., and for two or 
three hours thers had been: lightning. to 
the N.E. though: still withont any indi- 
cation from-the swell, However at 5S'a.m, 
there was a very perceptible ensterly swell 
and the wuather looked dirty to the east-" 
ward. Awninga were immediately furled

At 6.a.m. drizzling rain began, the sini
